But it 
is possible there aro unusual and extra- 
ordinary reasons Ifor this result which 
will not apply to other nations, TUo first 
aud .chief reason is that that country 
received a few years aj?o 81,000,000,000 in 
Koicl from France; aud it was Then the 
boast of the Ciianoierfi of tbe German 
empire that that suta would enable them 
to place tboir monetary system on a 
Uiei8 better, thoiiRb narrower, than that 
of France. And it was this contribution 
levied at tbe instance of Bismark, which 
ban made tbo [strength of tbo German 
financial policy. Tbat it is uot o. Jnormal 
and permanent state of things, there are 
many reasons to suppose. That an ai- 
chiaivo standard of nolil, which has been 
made so because one nation was able to 
toextort tho requisite motal from a weak 
anil unfortunate neighbor, cun bo stable 
and unchangeable, can 
psctod.

Uoder the direction of the naval com- 


mittee of tbo house of represeutatives( 
tho government will soon bo engaged in 
building a vessel for the depletod navy. 
Tbe vessel, of course, willbo built in this 
country, but Congressman Hewitt, of 
Now York, made a proposition to the 
committee to purchase the machinery for 
the proposed vessel £iu England. Tho 
committee ia democratic, and it is no 
wonder tho jpropositioa carried through 
by one majority. All ^thoss voting for 
Eugland were democrats and all repub- 
licans voioU for Amonoan machinery.

pecially whan it ia tho best iu tho world, 
will utterly fail to ronall words strong 
enough to fitly charaotorizo such a pro- 
position aa that which Mr. Hewatt mads 
to tbo naval committee. Tho proposition 
does not show iguoranco exactly, it 
shows tUat a majority ot tho democrats 
on tho committee are more in sympathy 
with English manufactures than with 
'hose of thoir own country. 


If English engines wore superior to 


those manufactured in tho United States 
no objection would be found with tho 
action of tho naval committee. But they 
ore not. It is a fact that this country 
builds a larger number of Btcam engines 
than any other country on thu globe, and 
experience goes to show that it builds 
them better. The Washington Republi- 
can calls attention to tho foci; that the 
report of the bureau ot navigation of .the 
treasury department, published 
dur- 


ing 
tho 
present 
winter, 
oontains 


a list of steam aud sail voBsol.-i belonging; 
to our merchant marint—25,318 in num- 
ber—and all built in this country. In 
addition to this there aro about 4,000 
new vessels buil t in tho United States 
every year. 


To show tho character fof the vessels 


built in this country, it is only necessary 
to refer the reader to the fact that our 
ship yards we douig a largo business lor 
foreign (toverLmeuts. 
The following 


facts have been gathered ii'j support of 
'his statement: 


"A .Delaware company has built up- 


ward of one hundred tteel andiron steam 
vessels for South and ..Central America, 
Mexico and tho West Indies. 
Thirty 


seven of the steamers on the Amazon and 
all of those in use on the Orinoco were 
built by tho same company, wiiich also 
sold, not long mnce, two ocean steamers 
to an English firm in London. 


tax payers in adjoining states. The com- 
mission is supposed to be made up of 
thirteen men whose acquaintance with 
the subject entitles their conclusions to 
bo regarded as o£ weight. 


It is probable that in no state havo the 


inequalities of assessments and 'taxation 
been more conspicuous than m Illinois. 
Thia feature is very much more marked 
ia that state than in Wisconsin, 
Since 


the decision rendered by Judge Kyan 
that all assessments which are not based 
on the actual valno of the property are 
absolutely illegal, a groat improvement 
and uniformity have been -manifested 
in 
the 
civil 
service 
of this state 


in this respect Of course it is not claimed 
that tho explicit letter of the Iivw aa de- 
livered by the able judge is faithfully 
adhered to, nor' would any person claim 
that the exact text of that 'lecisiou could 
be faithfully carried out; but that there 
ia an approximate correctness in tho 
assessments which makes practical in- 
formity lu taxation, it is not too much to 
say. As indicating the difference iu th» 
Illinois and Wisconsin methods, these 
figures are given from the census reports 
of 1SSO:

It the peopleot Illinois are as well off 


in worldly possessions as the people of 
Wisconsin, the assessed valne o' the for- 
mer state should be over one billion dol- 
lars. By the above figures tho percentage 
ot taxation is one and three-quarters 
per cent, in Wisconsin, and over three 
per cent, in Illinois. To make the ine- 
quality more distinct, it may bo etatedt 
that Book oonnty -was assessed in 1880 at 
820,301,762, while Winnebago county 
Illinois—containing the city of Rock- 
ford—was assessed at only 89,452,420. 


These figures show tho needed reforms 


which should be made in the fundamen- 
tal methods of assessing property in 
Illinois. The commission gives examples 
to prove the absurdity of tho present 
want of system—eaowing that in some 
instances property escaped air taxation—• 
in other coses it is assessed at two per 
cent «f its value; and, going to the 
other extreme, that tho possessions of 
some conscientious owners, are taxed for 
a sum ovon greater than thoir value. 


The commission finds six grave defects 


in tho revenue liwe of Illinois: 


1st. 
The marked inequality in assess- 


ing the same kinds .of property in tho 
somv place. 


2d. The unjust method ot equaliza" 


tion exercised by tho state buard. 


3d. The low rato ot [assessments. 
4.tb. The high rate of taxation allow- 


ed by tho law. 


5th. The absence of a detiuite means 


of the government of ithe American re- 
public would only be a steaming cost- 
pool oC putrefaction and 
corruption.

The importance of this alteration can- 


not bo over-calculated. Generations have 
come aud gone; administrations have 
flitted away thoir brief hour on the na. 
tionulstago; kings aud queens havo been 
gathered to the boeoin of thoir mother 
earth, but the mighty consequences of 
this change never attracted the attention 
of a human being until tha sistor ot the 
present president assumed the reins to 
guide tho social department of tho gov- 
ernment. How infinitesimal and insig- 
nificant all former occupants of tho white 
house seam to 
bo in the light 
of 


modern developments! How the noble 
Martha Washington, tho accomplished 
Mrs. Madieon, tho 
Mrs. Eaton, the 


queenly Harriet Lane and tho abstinent 
Mrs. Hayes sink by rapid degrees into 
oblivion, wheu the reformatory princi- 
ples of the new dynasty, whose very 
aroma permeates tho atmosphere of 
Washington, aro put into oxeonticn. 


And this is only one of tho many 


reforms of equal importance which aro 
being devised in "the president's honso" 
which was formerly "the executive man- 
sion." The American people can scarcely 
realize ^the extent to which they will 
affect the destiny of tho republic and 
regenerate the human race.

These six causes thus stated in an 


abridged form, are the source of all the 
evils of the appraisement and tax laws. 
It is these difficulties whuk need im. 
provemont, and it was to Uia accomplish- 
ment ot this purpose that the members 
of tho revenue commission addressed 
themselves; and to their recommenda- 
tions—the result of months of patien 
study of this complicated subject—the 
attention ot our readers is 
desired. 


These recommendations are: 


1st- Tho abolishment o£ the system o' 


town assessors and tho election oljcouuty 
assessors; these officers to be elected tor 
four years and to have town deputies- 
Tho duties, restraints and methods [of 
these various officers aro enumerated. 


3d. The appraisement of property of a 


quasi-public character, like street rail- 
roads, electric lights, etc., ia taken out ot 
the control of the slate board and placed 
in the hands of tho county assessor. 


3d. Thoy do away with the requirement 


ot an oath affixed to o libt of personal 
property, and in its stead, thoy give sub- 
stantial fees to the state's attorney !or the 
conviction of the person guilty ot dishon- 
est assessment or false returns. 


4th. The entire dissociation ot state 


revenue 
from 
local taxation; 
dis- 


pensing entirely with the latter for state 
purposes. 


Cth. The revenue for the support of 


the state to be derived from the taxation 
of the receipts of railroads. The state of 
Illinois requires §3.000,000 annually; the 
Illinois Central railroad pays S400.000,—a 
like tax or a less tax on other roads 
would be au ample revenue Cor tho state. 


Cth. 
Telegraphs to pay seventy-five 


cents for every mile of wire: telephones 
two dollars on ea.'h instrument; express 
companies two and one-half per cent o' 
gross receipts and public warehousemen' 
one-third of one cent for each bnshol of 
the capacity of the warehouse. 


These are the essential views which the 


commission puts forth to reform thc< as- 
sessment and taxation Jaws ot Illinois. 
The taot that its members bnve devoted 
so long a time and have so patiently ap- 
plied themselves to the solution of one 
ot the most perplexing problems of so- 
ciety and law. aud aro in themselves so 
competent and faithful—entitles tho re- 
port to the most considerate attention if 
not of the warmest approbation.
